Provided always, That no Mayor, Alder-man or Juſtice of the Peace 
ſhall be troubled, ſucd, proſecuted or moletied for any O.nifſion, OZence 
or Negle@ by virtue of this AQ, but within the ſpace of one Year aſter 
fuch Omiſion, Offence or Negled, and not at any Tims hereafter, any
